In that year, on a 
day and at an hour appointed by 
the Lord, the earth will be des- 
troyed. Any possible man-made up- 
heaval or destruction will be mere 
child’s play compared with what, the 
Lord will then unfold before our 
eyes. Heaven and earth — the entire 
universe — will pass away. The 
countless dead, all who have ever 
lived on this earth, will be raised 
from their graves. Christ, the judge 
of all men, will appear, accompanied 
by all His holy angels, to judge all 
men, and all will be consigned, as 
we confess in the Athanasian Creed, 
either to the everlasting pains and

With one exception, all the great acts 
of God stated in the Apostles’ Creed 
have been carrjed out. Only one major 
event is in the future tense: “From 
thence He shall come tto judge the quick 
and the dead.” 


The idea of some future judgment 
and retribution is not peculiar to the 
Christian religion, ‘but in some form we 
find it also in many pagan religions. The 
reason for this is the natural knowledge 
of the Law and the conscience of man, 
which not only holds him responsible for 
what he thas done, but also as deserving 
of death for his evil deeds, Rom, 2:15; 
1:32. The result of this is uncertainty, 
anxiety and terror in the face of death 
for fear that the Judge’s verdict will be 
the same as that of his conscience. 


But reliable information we can get 
only from the Word of God.

On the Last Day all will know what 
the believers know now, but Judgment 
Day will be too late to write their names 
in ithe Book of Life. Christians know 
whom they have believed and are per- 
suaded that He is able to keep that which 
they have committed to Him against that 
Day.

Sunderland Pastors Report 
To Council 


Sunderland was the only item on the 
agenda of the 9 January Executive 
Council meeting when the Rev. R. D. 
Jose of Grindon Lutheran Missjon and 
the Rev. ‘Floyd Bosch of St. Timothys 
were present to report personally to the 
members of the Council. An over-all 
decline in attendance figures at Grindon 
over the past two years was reported by 
Pastor Jose; the question was discussed 
how this decline ought to affect the 
resumption of plans for building a Luth- 
eran church at Grindon. The Grindon 
building project for which architect's 
plans had been completed had to be 
postponed when a letter from the 
Natjonal Coal Board, received in Dec- 
ember 1959, warned that mining opera- 
tions under the church site “would affect 
the stability of the site for the next two 
or three years”. Pastor Bosch reported 
steady growth at St. Timothys but urged 
early relocation to a more central and 
more promising neighbourhood of the 
town. 


Approval had been given at an earlier 
meeting on 12 December to applications 
for larger parsonages for Pastor Bosch 
and for Pastor Norman Nagel at Cam- 
bridge. In the December meeting the 
Council had also agreed to a 3 per cent. 
salary rise for ELCE pastors in missions 
and subsidized congregations in view of 
the equivalent rise in the national index 
of wages reported by the Ministry of 
Labour over the period September 1959 
to September 1960.
